COLLISION 


Two Taction Cars Collide Near 


Jeffersonville. 


The “ Dixie Flyer” southbound on 
the traction line and the northbound 
local, which is due in this city at 7:40 
p. rn., came together in a headon col­ 
lision Thursday evening about six 
o'clock at the w’ater works 
siding 
about one mile northeast of Jefferson­ 
ville. 
Mrs. Omelvena, wife of Rev. 
James Omelvena, Mrs. Martha Cozine 
and her daughter, Miss Eva, of Mill 
and Fourth streets, and two other la­ 
dies were among the residents of Sey­ 
mour who were 
slightly 
injured. 
These were in the front end of the 
northbound car, next to the partition. 
They were all thrown forward very 
violently and Mrs. Omelvena struck 
the glass in the partition and received 
quite severe cuts and bruises about the 
face. 
Her wounds have been carefully 
dressed and she is getting along very 
nicely. 
Mrs. Cozine and Miss Cozine 
both received slight cuts and bruises 
about the face but their injuries are in 
no way serious. 
One lady from this 
city, whose name we did not learn, 
was thrown forward against the seat 
in front of her and received a very 
serious cut on the chin. 
It is also re­ 
ported that a fifth lady from Seymour 
received painful injuries about the 
face. 
None of the men from Seymour 
who were on the car received any in­ 
juries worth mentioning. 
Among the passengers on the same 
car were Ca pl. J. 
W. Fortune and 
Joseph IL Warder, prominent attor­ 
neys of Jeffersonville, who were com­ 
ing out to Sellersburg to speak at a 
democratic meeting . 
These men were 
in the smoker in the front end of the 
car and were severely shaken up by 
the collision. 
The flyer had a heavy load of pas­ 
sengers and several were slightly in­ 
jured. 
Seymour parties stated that 
they saw one injured man carried from 
the flyer. 
The motorman on the latter 
car was among those slightly injured. 
The flyer was standing on the main 


I track and for some reason the local 
failed to take the siding but stayed on 
the main tra< k. 
When the crash came 
the car was not under full headway 
but both cars were considerably 'dam­ 
aged.

South America n 
Insect Tha t 
Acts a s Pla nt Gua rdia n. 
Ant defenders of pla nts a nd trees a re 
some of na ture’s pretty ma rv els. 
The 
cecropia a denopus is a rema rka ble tree 
of 
South 
Bra zil 
widely 
distributed 
through the tropics. 
Its slender trunk 
is crowned with long lea v es » it the eudt 
of the bra nches. 
A few a ctiv e a nts 
run 
continua lly 
a long the bra nches a nd the lea v es, but if 
the tree 
is sha ken slightly 
a n 
a rmy 
of a nts rush out by sma ll 
a pertures 
rea dy for a sa v a ge a ssa ult on the in­ 
truder. 
The a nt is the terrible gua rdia n 
tlia t the tree ha s reta ined to protect 
it from its formida ble enemy, the lea f 
cutter a nt. 
The defenders ra rely lea v e their re­ 
trea t. where they liv e on sma ll whitish 
egg sha ped bodies a bout one-twelfth of 
a n inch long, known a s Mueller's cor­ 
puscles. 
These a re formed of delica te 
tissue, rich in proteids a nd oil, a s ra ­ 
tions for the ga rrison of defender a nts 
to feed upon. 
The curious a rra ngement 
by which entra nce is ma de to the. hol­ 
low stem ha s been studied by \V. Sehim- 
per. 
J ust a bov e the point of insertion of 
ea ch lea f extends nea rly to the supe­ 
rior node a superficia l groov e, a t whose 
end is a rounded depression. 
There the 
tissue is thin, like a dia phra gm in a 
tube, a nd it a lso is soft. 
The hole by 
which the a nt enters is a lwa ys pierced 
a t this spot. 
The a nts seem to ha v e 
ma de their entra nce through the groov e 
origina lly beca use it wa s a t the top. 
In 
the course of this pla nt's further dev el­ 
opment 
na tura l 
selection 
a ugmented 
these na tura l a dv a nta ges so tha t fina lly 
the thin, fra il dia phra gm a s it exists to­ 
da y wa s dev eloped.—Chica go Tribune. 


MALLARDS IN A FARMYARD.

Stra ngers would a t a cursory gla nce 
sca rcely see a nything unusua l in their 
a ppea ra nce, but there is a v a st differ­ 
ence between the ma lla rds a nd the do­ 
mestic v a riety. There is a difference in 
size, in color a nd in ca rria ge.

MARINE ENGINE ENDURANCE. 


The Motiv e Force on a n Old Liner a nd 
How It Ha s Stood the Test. 
Tha t the ma rine engine builders of 
twenty-fiv e yea rs a go were a ccustomed 
to put the v ery best of ma teria ls a ud 
workma nship into ships of the first cla ss 
is prov ed by the record of long a nd a r­ 
duous serv ice of the tra nsa tla ntic liners 
built during tha t period, a few of which 
a re performing high-cla ss serv ice ev en 
toda y. A nota ble ca se <*f this is tha t 
fa mous old v essel, the Etruria built in 
1885, which soon a fter her entry into 
serv ice ca ptured the tra nsa tla ntic rec­ 
ord with a n a v era ge speed f«>r the whole 
tra nsa tla ntic trip of 19.5 knots. 
Al­ 
though the ship is entering on her twen­ 
ty-fourth yea r of serv ice, she is ca pa ble 
toda y of ma king her 18.5 knots a n hour 
under fa v ora ble conditions of wea ther. 
But, for the ma rine engineer, the points 
of interest a bout this ship a re to be 
fouml in her engine a nd boiler rooms. 
The Etruria is the la st of the la rge 
ships to be fitted with a single propeller; 
a nd her engine is one of the hea v iest 
a nd la rgest single engines ev er built, the 
indiv idua l pa rts being of grea t size a nd 
weight. 
Thus, the cra nksha ft, which is 
25 inches iu dia meter, weighs 27 tons; 
the connecting rod, 13% inches in dia m­ 
eter a t its center weighs just under 11 
tons; a nd the piston rods, which a re 11% 
inches in dia meter, weigh a bout 4 tons 
a piece. 
A single propeller bla de weighs 
ba tons, a nd the whole propeller complete 
37 tons. The engine is compound, with 
one 71-inch a nd two 105-inch cylinders, 
the stroke being 0 feet. 
During a recent v isit to the engine- 
room, ma de for the express purpose of 
seeing how the engines ha d stood the 
hea v y stra in of their twenty-three yea rs 
of serv ice, our representst.v e wa s sur­ 
prised to lea rn tha t with the exception 
of the cra nksha ft a nd the ta il sha ft (the 
pa rts of a ma rine engine which a re a l­ 
wa ys subject to more ra pid deteriora tion 
tha n the rest of the pla nt) this engine 
is in a ll its pa rts identica lly the sa me a s 
when it left the builder’s ha nds, not ev en 
the bra sses ha v ing been renewed. 
And 
ev en more rema rka ble ev idence of good 
workma nship a nd ca reful a ttention 
is 
shown in the boiler room, which con­ 
ta ins the sa me Scotch boilers tha t were 
put in nea rly a qua rter of a century a go. 
These boilers ha v e the sa me tube pla tes, 
15 per cent, of the origina l tubes, a nd, 
most rema rka ble of a ll, the sa me corru­ 
ga ted furna ces a s when they left the 
builder’s ha nds. 
The ship must ha v e 
pa id for herself ma ny times ov er; a nd 
her record sta nds a s a protest a ga inst 
the chea per ma teria ls a nd more ha sty 
workma nship tha t ha v e been dev eloped 
by the present-da y dema nd for chea per 
ships.—Scientific America n.

inches of dry crushed limestone one a ud 
a ha lf to two inches in dia meter wa s put 
on a nd rolled down with a ten ton roller. 
Boiling ta r from the loca l ga s works- 
wa s a pplied until the entire surfa ce wa s 
cov ered. 
Then, sa ys the Cement Age, a 
la yer of broken stone a n inch to a n inch 
a nd a qua rter in dia meter, mixed with 
course gra v el, wa s a pplied on the sur­ 
fa ce in the proportion of three pa rts of 
stone to one of gra v el. 
This wa s first 
mixed dry on a pla tform a nd then thor­ 
oughly mixed with hot ta r a nd a pplied 
on the surfa ce two inches thick a nd 
ta mped into pla ce .to conform with the- 
surfa ce of the street. 
Dry domestic cement wa s then a pplied 
to the surfa ce a nd the street wa s a ga in, 
rolled. 
Then a coa ting of sa nd wa s a p­ 
plied a nd the roller a ga in used. 
The 
pa v ement wa s a llowed to sta nd for two* 
weeks before the street wus thrown open 
to tra v el. 
The cost wa s 80 cents a linea l foot to- 
the property owners on ea cli side of 
the street, or ra ther would ha v e been 
ha d the entire cost been a ssessed a ga inst 
them. 
The street ha s a pra ctica lly wa ­ 
terproof pa v ement six inches thick a nd* 
it is impossible for the elements to a t­ 
ta ck the surfa ce. 
The pa v ement ha s. 
now stood two winters a nd shows not 
the slightest wea r. 
It giv es off no dust 
iu summer, a lthough it is not sprinkled*.

The regula tions ha v e 
therefore been a mended from the old 
form, which compelled the a pprehender 
to pa y the expenses of pursuit, keeping 
a nd deliv ery of a prisoner to the milita ry 
a uthorities, so tha t the deliv ery of the 
prisoner ma y be ma de under such condi­ 
tions tha t little exneuse will be inv olv ed* 
This is lielu to be in a ccorda nce with the- 
ev ident intention of Congress in pa ssing- 
la ws prov iding rewa rds for the ca pture- 
of deserters. 
The purpose of offering 
such a rewa rd is to encoura ge civ ilia n® 
in the a pprehension of deserters when­ 
ev er possible, a nd in order to ca rry out 
the intention of Congress it is considered 
tha t ev ery effort should he ma de to pa y 
the rewa rds in a libera l ra ther tha n 
nigga rdly spirit. The regula tions ha v e- 
been a mended with this object in v iew* 
a s it is seen by wa r (depa rtment offi­ 
cia ls tha t unless the rewa rd is libera l 
there is little likelihood «»f civ ilia ns ma k­ 
ing a ny effort to a pprehend deserters.

WARM AIR ABOVE T H E COLD. 


A Curious Fact R ecently Observed by 
M eteorologists. 


S tud ents of the up p er air were nil* 
tonished when the little balloons they 
s e nt up, with self-recording thermome­ 
te rs, told them one day th a t in the high 
atm osphere there is a stra tum which is 
w a rm e r than the air imm ediately below 
it. No one has yet ex plained this strange 
inversion of tem perature, but it has now 
been observed so m any tim es in different 
p a rts of the worid th a t th ere can he no 
d o ub t about it. 
It w as discovered in 189 1. almost sim­ 
ultaneously by Mr. T eisserenc <b* Bort 
ne a r Paris, and by P rof. Assmann in 
-Germany. 
Since then nearly all tin* bal­ 
loons th a t have risen above 40,(HM) feet 
in central Europe have penetrated this 
s tr a tum of w arm er air. 
No one knows 
ye t its upper limits. 
In England it lias been found that the 
a v e rage height of this layer of warm er 
a i r is about do,000 feet. 
In the last three ye a rs Dr. A. L aw ­ 
rence Botch has set afloat seventy seven 
ballonsHoinies at St. 
Louis.

ente re d the stratum of w arm er tempera* 
ture.

in sum m er it is colder a t a height of 
« igh t miles than it is in winter at the 
sam e height in north tem p erate regions.

ex ceeding 50.0(H) f» *et and th a t it is prob­ 
ably a universal phenom enon ex isting at 
som e h« *ight all around th e globe.

A new use for concrete is in the pro­ 
tection of levees on th e lower Mississip­ 
pi. 
T h e usual way of protecting these 
levees from dam age by w ave wash is by 
a 
wooden 
revetm ent, 
consisting 
of 
p la nk s placed vertically at the base or 
toe of the riverward slope of the levee. 
T h e y are fastened firm ly between tw o 
rails near their top a nd to one near their 
bottom . 
This m akes 
a 
sort of tight 
b oard fence from 6 to 9 feet high. 
It 
is 
braced by stringers 
which are an­ 
chored in the crown of the levee. 
A s a 
substitute, 
w rites 
a United 
S ta te s engineer in T h e M anufacturers’ 
R ecord, it was decided to try a concrete 
ja c k e t ex tending from near the top of 
th e levee to the toe of the slope and 
th e nce vertically 2 feet into the berme. 
T h e curbing at the toe of the slope was 
to prevent any wash tak ing place which 
w ould undermine the 
revetment, 
and 
also to prevent b urrow ing animals from 
m a k ing holes through the base of the 
levee. 
T h e concrete consisted of one part of 
cem ent to five p arts of sand and eight 
p a r ts of gravel ami w a s placed 4 inches 
thick. 
A reinforcem ent »>f wire fabric 
w a s used for the purpose of holding 
th e concrete together in the event that 
th e earthen em bankm ent would shrink 
a w a y from the rev e tm ent and also to 
serve as a harrier to d rift logs and tim- 
h**r th a t would be likely to wear down 
th e concrete surface in places by pound­ 
ing against it.

FARM AND HOME. 


D estroying Weeds. 
In 
destroying 
annual 
weeds 
one 
m ethod is to disk 
th e 
stubble fields, 
causing the weed 
seed 
to 
germ inate, 
a f te r which th ey can be killed by s ub ­ 
sequent cultivation » or by frost. 
A noth e r 
m ethod is to tur n livestock, especially 
sheep, into these stubble fields to eat 
up the weeds and weed seeds. 
The value 
of cultivated crops, rotations and s um ­ 
m er tailows is also discussed. 
The eradication of perennials is m ore 
difficult th an in the case of annuals. For 
these 
they trie d 
sm other crops, bare 
fallow, chem icals and ta r paper. 
For 
small ar» *as 
of 
quack grass, covering 
w ith ta r paper was found effective, but 
was too costly for field application. 
As 
juaek grass is sim ilar to Berm uda gras*-» 
in its habit of spreading, and is equally 
persistent, this m ethod m ay be of in- 
14* rest to those who wish t o kill sm all 
areas of Bermuda. 


S alt for Livestock. 
W hy salt should be regularly supplied 
to stock is thus p ut by a famous English 
a uth o rity: Because in the blood of a ni ­ 
m als there is six or seven tim es m ore 
sodium than 
potassium , and th a t 
th e 
composition of th e blood is constant. T o 
keep anim als in good health a definite 
a m ount of com m on suit m ust be a s s im i­ 
lated. 
The ex cess of potassium sa lts in 
vegetable foods causes by chemical e x ­ 
change an abnorm al loss 
of 
com m on 
salt. 
This is proved by th» * fact th a t 
the craving of an anim al for com m on 
salt is most noticeable when the food 
contains a large 
proportion of p o ta s ­ 
sium salts, such as w heat, barley, oats, 
potatoes, beans and peas. 
The ad d ition 
of salt to anim al foo» l increases th e a p ­ 
petite, prom otes the repair of tissue by 
its searching diffusion through the body, 
and stim ulates th e rapid using up of its 
w aste products. 
B oussingault’s e x p e ri­ 
m ents showed t h a t sa lt increases m us ­ 
cular vigor and activ ity, and im proves 
th eir general appearance and condition. 
------ 
Skim -M ilk Paint. 
The following form ula 
for 
m a k ing 
skim -m ilk p aint will he «>f interest to all 
who desire a cheap p aint th a t wi.l w e a r 
well : 
S tir into a gallon of skim -milk th re e 
pounds of P ortland cement, adding, a t 
the sam e time, any paint, in dry form , 
th a t will give th e color you desire. T h e 
m ilk will hold th e p aint in suspension 
b ut the cem ent, being heavy, will sink, 
therefore, it will be necessary to k4*ep 
the m ix ture well stirred with a paddle 
Mix only enough at a tim e tor one d a y ’s 
use. 
If the m ix ture is not thorough ly 
stirred, as you use it, it will get th ic k er 
and thicker, and it will be necessary to 
th in it by adding m ore milk. 
Six h ours 
a fte r applying th is paini it will be dry. 
It is not affected by weather. 
Carbolic acid or any other disinfectant 
can la* added, th us m aking it very e f ­ 
fective for use in p oultry houses and tin? 
stable. 
It m akes an ex cellent p a int for 
fences when colored drab, by the a d d i­ 
tion of a little lam pblack, or 
a 
dull 
gr» *en, by a» l» liiig ocher and 
a 
sm all 
q ua ntity of P russian blue.—E. B. Rex - 
ford in the O uting Magazine.

wheat lands of the United S tates can 
be utilized for w heat 
production 
for 
many generations to come; but this can 
be done only by m aking wheat a lternate 
with other field crops in the scheme of 
cropping, instead of growing the crop 
continuously until the la id m ust under­ 
go a period of renovation before it is 
again productive. 
If system s of a gri­ 
culture could b»* instituted cn all th e 
soils of the U nited » States in which the 
grain, grass and cultivated crops w ere 
alternated, the fertility ot 
our 
soils 
could 
he 
indefinitely m aintained. 
As 
agriculture is 
now practiced, however, 
one region produces a large acreage of 
one crop to which it is peculiarly iitt» *d 
at th e present tim e, 
and 
some other 
region anoth er crop. 
T hus 
in 
m any 
regions fe rti.ity is not conserved, b ut 
rapidly ex hausted, and the intesive sys­ 
tems of a griculture which prevail in the 
eastern p a rt of the United S tates build 
up the eastern s» » ils a t the ex pense of 
the fertility of th e w est.—Century. 


In 
Milch Goats. 
this c ountry the goat is considered, 
the 
buzzard 
am ong 
quadrupeds, the» 
scavenger of refuse heaps, tolerated only 
in Mrs. W iggs’ cabbage patch and sud a 
slummy sections of towns.

An a m a te ur who undertook the keep­ 
ing of a few milch goats has none of his 
old prejudice left at the end of a year» 
or two w ith th e beautiful white, h orn­ 
less br» *ed. 
In Good Housekeeping he» 
giv» s this opinion, based on his own e x ­ 
perience: 
“The care of these ‘little giant m ilk 
producers,’ a p tly described by Hook as, 
’the most intelligent, the m ost 
engaging 
and most picturesque of domestic cattle,’ 
opens an inv iting and useful recreation 
or occupation, not only to men, but tt), 
women and even to children, com m ending 
itself especially to those whose health, 
requires some light form 
of 
outdoor 
work either as a vocation of an avoca­ 
tion. 
A great advantage, from an eco­ 
nomic point of view, is th a t it requires 
but a sm all outla y to <*stablish or to 
m aintain a sm all goat dairy. 
In fact, 
there are few undertakings which can 
be commenced on so small a scale th a t 
can be m ade to 
pay so 
well both in 
pleasure and profit. 
"The im portance of milch goat keep­ 
ing cannot fail to Appeal to physicians 
or to parents of young children, for it 
has been proved beyond r» *futation th a t 
infants deprived of their m others’ m ilk 
thrive upon go a t’s m i.k better th a n on 
th a t of any oth er anim al. 
The I.aneet 
of May 25, 19 07, in reporting an analysis 
of goat’s m ilk m ade 
by 
the 
Lancet 
laboratory sa ys th a t ‘there are points 
about goat's m ilk in connection w ith in­ 
fant feeding which deserve more a t t e n­ 
tion than th e y have hitherto received. 
It is well know n, for ex ample, th a t th e 
goat is rem a rk a b ly resistant to tub e r­ 
culosis; m oreover, the mi.k appears t» > 
be more digestible th a n cow’s milk 
b e­ 
cause its casein form s a flocculent ra th e r 
than a hard, cheesy curd.’ ”

Ridding Fields of Rodents. 
T here are tw o m ethods of d estroying 
woodchucks, prairie dogs or other sm all 
anim als which 
burrow in the ground. 
D istribute 
poisoned 
food 
or 
sm other. 
Poisoned grain is cheaper and not tlif- 
ticult to obtain. 
For woodchucks and 
prairie dogs grain poisoned with s tr y c h ­ 
nine will be fountl very effective. 
For 
poisoning the grain 
use 
sulp h ate of 
strychnine. 
One and one-half ounces of s ulp h a te 
of strychnine will be sufficient to poison 
a bushel of grain. 
Dissolve the stryoh- 
i nine in two and one half gallons of w arm 
I w ater in a covered receptacle. 
A fter th e 
, poison has dissolved ad» l the grain and 
j let it*sim m er on th« * back of th e stove, 
I w ith the cover still on the kettle, until 
j all the m oisture has be» » n absorbed by 
the grain. 
W hile this is ta k ing place 
I stir th e grain occasionally, 
j 
For sm othering lh<* animals bisulphide 
of carbon is very useful. 
A talblospoon- 
j ful to a burrow will probably be enough, 
i To insure-th a t it will get down into th e 
burrow s in good shzue, pour it on s o m e ­ 
thing round, like a piece of corncob or a 
! ball of earth or some similar m a teria l 
! which will absorb it. 
This can bo rolled 
| down into th e hole and the opening iin- 
| m ediately covered by a damp cloth or 
¡ with earth. 
It can also be effectively 
¡applied by m ak ing cones of w aterp roof 
paper and p utting these down into the 
j holes. 
Bisulphide of carbon volatilizes 
1 rapidly upon com ing in contact w ith the 
i air, so it m ust b<* kept in tightly corked 
j receptacles 
until ready 
for use.— Sub- 
! urban Life.
